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Corporations Are Too Powerful

Ralph Nader enjoyed a friendly 
audience last Saturday when he 
presented his persona! views rang- 
ing trom consumer problems to 
Solar energy. After a short in- 
troduction, Nader, a man 
dedicated to surviving on only 
$6000 a vear without the luxury of 
a car, commenced with a fact-filled 
but fleeting non-stop four-hour 
talk 

Nader resolutely considers cor- 
porations much too powerful. To 

‘rectitv this undesirable situation, 
Nader says a corporation’s charter, 
literally must be 
reformed. He considers a state in- 
capable of keeping tabs on 
conglomerates like General 
Motors and thinks this should bea 
federal responsibility. “Delaware.” 
he illustrated, “detines the charters 
for corporations like General 
Motors, Ford, 1T& T, and over 400 
corporations listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange.” According 
to Nader, Delaware's loose 
chartering laws makes it the lead- 
ing corporation definer. 

Nader feels that better-charters 
would produce better companies 


its constitution, 


and make them less impregnable. 
He visualizes forcing public dis- 
closure of items in the realm of 
public interest traditionally 
protected as “Trade Secrets.” 

“Corporations must have ac- 
countibility,” remarked Nader. He 
says it is next to impossible to send 
executives to jail because of 
dispersed responsibility, so other 
steps should be taken 

Nader feels that the executives 
of a corporation should be handed 
out punishments found in juvenile 
courts. “Take the head of a cor- 
poration who was insensitive to the 
welfare of the workers and suspend 
him make him crawl with the 
miners sometimes for a halt of a 
mile at the bottom of a mine. If 
Henry Ford II was sentenced to six 
weeks of working beside his 
workers for allowing grossly un- 
safe conditions to exist, such con- 
ditions would quickly change 

Nader felt litthke warmth for 
newly appointed and 
semi-retired energy czar Simon 
“Simon simonizes the public 
opinion,” Nader said 

The 40-year-old warrior said 
the energy crisis was totally con- 
trived. Nader pointed out through

During the course of the 
Republican State Central Com- 
mittee Convention held at the 
LeBaron Hotel in San Jose April 
19 and 20, Ed Reinecke, running 
for the Republican nomination as

Prison Bureau Puts End 


(ZNS) The U.S. Bureau of 
Prisons has announced its decision 
to dismantle the controversial 
behavior modification program 
known as “START.” 

“STARI™ stands for “special 
treatment and rehabilitative 
treatment.” an experimental 
program being conducted at the 
federal penitentiary at Springfield, 
Missouri 

The program is based ona series 
ot rewards and punishments 
intended to change the behavior of 
inmates considered “incorrigible” 
by prison authorities. START has 
generated increasing bitterness and 
distrust among many of the 22,500 


inmates in federal prisons, because 
of its reliance on particular 
psychological techniques. 

The program often begins with 
a period of solitary confinement 
for inmates selected for treatment. 
Prisoners earn time out of their 
isolation cells only by displaying “a 


willingness to adapt to prison 
rules.” 
The Amencan Civil Liberties 


Union recently filed suit to stop the 
prison’s START program, charg- 
ing that it is “dehumanizing” and 
cruel and unusual

Army Finds 
Lost Money 


(ZNS) The Pentagon reports it 
has “found” an extra $266 million 
which can be used to continue sup- 
plying U.S. military aid to In- 
dochina 

Just two weeks ago, Defense 
Department officials went before 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee and reported they needed 
$474 million in additional funding 
in order to support their Indochina 
military commitments. Without 
the funding, said Pentagon of- 
ficials, American support for 
Southeast Asia would have to be 
terminated soon. 

The house was unswayed by the 
warning -— and voted last week to 
deny the request 

On Tuesday of this week. the 
Pentagon announced a surprise 
the Detense Department said it had 
reviewed its figures and had dis- 
covered that funds appropriated by 
Congress last year had been tem- 
porarily lost 

The Detense Department said 
that the $266 million which has 
been found will finance military 
operations in Indochina until the 
next fiscal when 
money will be requested

IT’S TIME TO REFORM 
CAMPAIGN FINANCING

Wouldn't it be great if you didn't have to take a singie 
jime from anybody?” said Senator Philip Hart of Michi- 
yan. He had in mind the uncomfortable. sometimes de- 
jrading, experiences that political candidates have when 


they go hat-in-hand to potentia! donors for contributions 


The costs of political campaigns have gone sky-higt 
And monied special! interests are always glad to meet 
those costs in behalf of the candidate. The inevitable 
result has been corruption, scandal and public mistrust 
of the political process 

Today in most districts and states, candidates cant 
run for public office uniess they are rich, or unless they 
are willing to put themselves under obligation to sources 
of funds. That isn't the kind of country we started out 
to be 

There are honest contributors who give out of con- 
viction, and there are honest politicians who dort repay 
gifts with political favors. But let's face it. most large 
political gifts are made with the intent to buy influence 
buy votes, Duy poiiticians 

The first principle of free self-government is account- 
ability of government to the citizen. Elections are the 
chief means through which citizens enforce that account- 
ability. But if the winning candidate feels that his first 
obligation is to his big campaign donors, public account- 
ability is destroyed 

Here are some of the necessary ingredients of reform 

1) There must be low ceilings on individual or com- 
mittee gifts . 

2) There must be limits on spending — although 
these must not be set too low or they will handicap 
challengers 

3) There must be full public disclosure of all gifts 
and expenditures. One of the most powerful forces for 
clean government ever discovered is the light of day 

4) There must be an independent enforcement com- 
mission with subpoena powers and the power to go to 
court. It is shocking but true that no federal campaign 
financing law has ever been seriously enforced by the 
Justice Department 

Many are now beginning to see that there is one further 
necessary ingredient if we are to have a responsible and 
competitive political system — namely, an eiement of 
public financing in campaigns 

Money for campaigns need not come totally and ex- 
clusively from public funds. The bill recently debated in 
the Senate permits a roie for money from private sources 
although it places a ceiling on the size of gifts. It encour- 
ages small private contributions by providing that they 
will be matched up to $100 each with public funds at the 
primary ievel 

No candidate in the primaries will receive any federal 
matched funds unless he or she has demonstrated the 
ability to raise small private gifts up to a specific thresh- 
hold amount. This will screen out frivolous candidates or 
candidates with no constituency 

There are legitimate questions as to the mechanics of 
public financing, but these questions can be dealt with 
The real question is whether we intend to put behind us 
once and for all a system of campaign financing in which 
money can buy political outcomes 

There is much more to dc. And the time to do it is now 
The American peopie are tired of being bilked and manip- 
ulated. It's time to give this country back to its people
